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"NOW WHEN I WwaS IN ColLECE" 


In gathering the nenbership statistics presented in this issue it was necessary to 
read the ninutes of the Chupter Councils from the very first Council of the Chapter 
on June 3, 1917, through to the end of the college yeur of 1920. It was very inter- 
esting reading and very illunin:ting. Thinking that you older Graduates aight be in- 
terested in recalling some of the things which happened in your day, we present 
herewith some of the iteas which appeuled to us most. 


Study hour enforeenent, getting good grades und general house duties seem to have 
been a constant source of worry as they ure today. In Septeaber 1917 the ninutes 
read: ‘ 
"Brothers Burknan und Burns reported that it was now time to begin to 
hold strictly to our rules concerning study hour, reporting for meals, 
answering phone ind door bells, t:bie aunners and econs1izing on elec- 
tric lights." 


In another place we find: 


"It was suggested thut t.ble unners were on the decline end for each 
Aenber to take it upon hinaself to better conditions. Freshien also 
were told to answer door bells and phone with a little more dispatch." 


One would get the idea that cur Graduates were constantly nisbehaving if we are to 
believe the following excerpts: 


Jan. 21, 1918 It was suggested that we cut out sweuring and use more 

eleviting discussions at the tuble. Be careful about 
rolling up rugs in front hall any way at 311. Wash out wash bowls xf- 
ter washing, it shows good breeding." 


Jan. 28, 1918 “During our dances euch Brother is requested to throw 

cigarette stubs out of the front door insteud of .aerely 
throwing the on the front stair steps. Wheever broke the divan see 
that it is repuired at once." 


Brother Brewer suggested that the brothers be «ure careful about but- 
ting in on the phone when .nvther Brother is using it." 


Feb. 1, 1919 “We then hud sore real discussion on t.ble aanners, con= 
duct of freshnen, upholding Landuarks »f Alpha Chi Rho 
and things in general." 


May 12, 1919 “Freshuen to watch your conduct at dances, Table iunners 
rotten, brush up." 


Oct. 27, 1919 “It was urged that all cussing be stopped in the house,"

November 3, 1919 "Brush up on table manners as House Party is coming and 
then show the sociable spirit to all visitors". 


The old time treasurers had the same troubles in collecting their money as we have 
now. Brothers Burns, Patchell and Seeds seem to have been the original "hard-boiled" 
treasurers and caterers. They bobbed up weekly with their tales of woe, their 
threats and their fines. The "turn off the lights" cumpaign saust have been continu- 
ous. The following quotations will undoubtedly bring back aemories: 


October 8, 1917 "Brother Donnelly, Chairian of the General Welfare Vom- 

nittee, -fter stating that our light bill had increased 
to $7 last nonth, urged everyone to be more careful to turn off extra 
lights when not in use so as to cut down the expense." 


farch 11, 1918 "Be cureful of the lights. Dont leave your room and leave 
lights burning. Keep up putting the ice cream in the kitch- 
en so that no. one will-swipé it." 


We got a real kick of Brother Grubb's way of reporting this: 


October 22, 1917 “Brother Burns reported that he was in shape to receive 
money at any tine for roomrent and dues." 


It is evident that the boys were expected to do their own housework for we see on 
October 8th, 1917 a note which reads: 


"It was the consensus of opinion that un extra girl should be procured for 
upstairs work; her wages not to exceed five dollars per week." 


It nust have been a good oid college custom to exchunge college pennants with other 
Chapters of the Fraternity. On October 15, 1917, we found a note: 


"It was ulso suggested to buy State pennants, to send to each Chapter of 
Alpha Chi Rho, one of these as suggested by Brother Staunton last Spring." 


To bezome a caterer must have been quite a job in the "good old days" and necessary 
to do two months kitchen work and learn from the bottom up. On October 22, 1917, 
"Brother Hotchkiss announced that any Brothers curing to try out for the stewurdship 
let him know at once. Tkese Broticrs will be tried out in the kitchen until the 
first Council in December. Te one doing the best work will receive the stewardship 


at the time." 

Until we read the following we had an idea that we were the only Chapter that lost 
anything by their constunt borrowing of the Brothers. Not so, for on October 29, 
1917, Brother Grubb hud this to say: 


"Brother Patchell has lost some sheets, If anyone knows of their whereabouts 
notify Brother Patchell", 
Then again on Jinuury 22, 1918, he says; 


"Brother Seeds hus missed 1 Big Ben alarm clock", 


When we look at the old Chapter pictures we have often wondered how our fraternal 
forbears ever aanaged to wear those high stiff collars that seem to have been the 
rage at that time, It is yuite apparent that they rebelled, from the nuserous ref~ 


erences mude to them:

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October 29, 1917 "ifoved and seconded that failure to wear stiff col- 

lars at evening meal, result in ten cent fine. Lost. 
Moved, second:d and passed thut the Brothers be reyuired to wear col- 
lars at the evening seal." 


January 21, 1918 "Anyone appesring at the dinner table with a soft col~ 
lar or "hep" suit will be asked to leave and if he then 
be caught eating in the kitchen, he will be fined twenty-five cents." 


February 11, 1918 "Moved snd seconded to remove the soft collar rule 
from the books. Lost, Brother Mull, an exception to 
be made to the soft collar except on Sunday noon. Lost. 


January 6, 1919 “After real discussion it was moved and seconded that 
stiff collars be done away with at evening meal as on 
record of motion curried October 29, 1917." 


May 24, 1920 "Moved, second:d and carried that the Brothers be pernitted 
to weer soft collars at the evening meal." 


This is the last entry after two years of arguaentation and the boys have been wear- 
ing them ever since, 


It must have been the custom for the FROTH BOARD to hold un annual dunce at one of 
the fraternity houses for in November, 1917, they vere at the Alpha Chi Rho House. 


Brother Grubb exposed his agricultural antecedents in announcing a house purty on 
November 5, 1917, when he wrote: 


"Moved, seconded and carried that evergreens and fodder be used in decer- 
ating for the house party.” 


"Grubbie", as we have heard him c.lled so auny times, had some strange combinations 
in his minutes, Get this one: 


"Brother Donnelly announced thit the Penn Day House Party picture ef 
1916 was being framed. He aiso wants the coal bin outside cleaned so 
that hard coal may be plaesd therein, He 21so vants the cellar cleaned 
next Saturday .sfternoon." 


The effects of the World War are very apparent 411 through these days. We found the 
found the following items: 


June 5, 1917 "ir, Myers (apparently the landlord) was interviewed 
and stated thet if the college does not open in the fall, 
we will not be liuble for the lease drawn up," 


Deceaber 17, 1917 "The steward would like each Brother to bring back 
some sugur with him when he returns efter the holi- 
days." 


Jinuiry 21, 1918 "The Steward varns everyone to cut out eating sugar 
on their cereals st night." re 


arch 4, 1918 "The Chanter gave a standing vote of th 
chell, Brother Patchell's i 
trouble in getting us a supply of sugar,"

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We also find record of nineteen of the Brothers leaving for the service. We also 
find mention of a service fiag. If the latter is stiil in existance it would be 
fine to have it frumed and placed in the Council Hall. 


It is yuite avparant thut there were no Councils from October 2, 1918, to January 
6, 1919, for there are no minutes recorded in that period, 


We are thenkful that they no longer h:ve conpulsory Chapel. We found this reference: 


"It wis suggested that all men becone acquainted with their Chap- 
el attendencs ut once before unyone gets into trouble with over- 
cuts." 


Phi Limbda"put on the dog't on April 18, 1918, when they purchased the first set of 
fraternity dishes. 


On J-mnuary 18, 1920; "It was wnoved, seconded and passed that a Brother be eppointed 
as pound-keeper to coliect e five cent fine for each article 1teft dowastairs with 
no additional fines for repeated offenses." 


We feel that the secretury could not hove meant just whet he said on November 25, 
19205 


“Brother Kurtz asked that each of the assembled Brothers attempt to 
bring back a girl to vork in the kitchen.” 


Brother Vandling, on Februcry 28, 1921, exposes some "dirt" when he wrote: 


"The coffee perculator presented by the girls of the 1920 House 
Party was discussed. No definite cans to get rid of it were de- 
cided upon." 


We cannot allow this article to be finished without special reference to two or 
three of the “old boys” who ssem to have been in trouble repestedly. The fines col- 
lected from Joma Hunter, Fred Wsring and John Genbiegler for stealing from the 
kitchen must have emounted to enough to put a Bxotner through college. And from all 
szecounts, our good friend Jonn unter used to go to the movies when he had “below 
grades".
